The most exciting piece of news, however, is that for the fourth straight year our 
congregation contributed 20%of all General Fund offerings to our Outreach efforts.

FCLC supported two "builds" during 2009! The first was a Thrivent build where 
Thrivent and local Lutheran churches partner to fund and build a Habitat home. The 
second home was an "Apostle's Build" where 11 local churches came together to 
build a home. Associated with each of these builds, FCLC members prepared meals 
on several weekends during the year for the crews. 



FCLC continued its support of the OUR Center through financial contributions, 
contributing 335 pounds of food during our February food drive, and sponsoring four 
lunches (Feb 22 nd , May 2 nd , Aug 1 st , and Dec 6 th ) where -100 people were served on each 
date. 



Outreach had several new activities which included: 



This ministry has 10 mentors who meet with 10 kids at Sanborn Elementary individually for one 
MR hour per week. There are 10 faithful prayer partners regularly praying for each of these 

mentor-child relationships. We even have three substitute mentors who can fill in when a 
BSS* mentor needs to be absent. The kids are soaking up the caring and attention like sponges. 

Many children regularly ask their teachers or the principal when they will be allowed to have a 
Kids Hope mentor for themselves! John Wahler, the Sanborn principal wrote: "Thank you SO MUCH for 
doing this! I could not be happier about this program and its impact on our school right now. I can tell you 
with full confidence that this is making a significant difference in the lives of these kids. There have been 
few times in my 22 years of education that I have been able to say this about a program run through a 
partnership like this!" 

Kids Against Hunger, 

'. The first week of October, FCLC and the Kiwanis partnered to prepare over 
12,000 meals in less than two hours. It was an exciting day and even more meals could have been made 
but we ran out of rice. Over 2,200 meals were distributed to people locally in Longmont through the OUR 
Center with the remainder sent to Haiti and Christian World Outreach. 



Outreach plans for 2010 include: 



V Ministry Partner and Missionary Grant requests : In the past few years, we have selected various ministries 
to financially support. Some were local (Community Food Share; HOPE; Inn Between; OUR Center: Habitat 
for Humanity); some were within Colorado (Mountain States Children's Home; Sky Ranch; Lutheran Family 
Services); some were outside the state (Cristo Rey mission church in El Paso, TX; Oaks Indian Center in 
Oklahoma); and some were outside the United States (Friends of Mexico; Wycliffe Ministry; and Missionaries 
to Hong Kong, Turkey, and India). In 2010, Outreach will initiate a "Grant Process" were ministry partners 
and missionaries will apply for grants ranging from $2,500 to $10,000 for specific efforts in their ministries. 
The Outreach Committee will review the requests and allocate funds for projects to maximize the impact 
of your donations. 

V Goals for 2010 : Develop a framework that mirrors FCLC vision and values; encourage participation of FCLC 
members as the Priesthood of All Believers; implement a grant request program; improve communications 
with our Mission Partners; and grow our Kids Hope USA partnership with Sanborn Elementary School.

Prayer Shawl Ministry 

Since we started our Prayer Shawl Ministry at FCLC in September 2007, about thirty ladies have now given out 
well over 500 shawls. We give them to anyone requesting one for a friend or loved one going through a rough 
time in life. We knit, crochet, quilt and weave these lovely shawls. We meet every 4 th Monday of the month 
at 9:30 a.m. in Room 230. We pray over all the shawls donated that month, and share patterns and new types 
of yarn. All shawls are blessed by Pastor Dan before being logged in and ready for distribution. We have sent 
shawls all over the United States and even to Sweden and Ireland. We have sent "seed shawls" to a church in 
Parachute, CO to start their own ministry.

5. Support the needs of the Church by addressing specific property related tasks (Fellowship 
Hall closet, new toilets as needed, painting window frames, etc). 

Status : Completed many tasks and all of the higher priority tasks. 

Detailed Accomplishments (not mentioned above): 

1. Converted rooms 103 and 104 to a classroom. 

2. Helped set up the temporary "Welcome Center." Have been involved in the planning of 
the permanent model. 

3. Built the closet in the Fellowship Hall. 

4. Replaced windows in the Fellowship Hall. 

5. Installed 2 new Hi Flow toilets. 

6. Put up / took down the Shade Sails on the east patio. 

7. Completed Spring and Fall Cleanup (Inside and out). 

8. Completed an "Extreme Makeover" on a needy house. 

9. Supported many other property related needs (landscaping, mowing, snow removal, snow 
fence).

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Stewardship Ministry Report: 2009 



The Stewardship ministry at Faith Community Lutheran Church is blessed to have several dedicated 
individuals on the Stewardship Committee and a supportive congregation that embraces sharing of 
time and talents. We are continually welcoming new members into our committee. 

Highlights for 2009 are: 



Offerings to the general fund for 2009 were $834,505. With this strong annual giving, our First- 
Fruits was 20% i n the amount of $166,901. 

We continued our quarterly budget reviews to keep the congregation informed of our financial 
state. 



We established a "Donate Now" option on the FCLC website through our Simply 
Giving program that is sponsored by Thrivent Financial for Lutherans. There are 
currently 64 active giving units in this electronic-giving program. 



In September, we launched Crown Ministries financial education program. With the guidance of 
Greg and Elizabeth Fineberg from Lifebridge Christian Church, the Bible-based class ran for 10 
weeks, and six FCLC members completed the course. Graduates from this class will be 
facilitating classes in 2010. 

Our Consecration Weekend activities this fall were again guided by the book, "New Consecration 
Sunday Stewardship Program" by Herb Miller. This weekend was November 14-15 with Pastor 
Bruce Welander delivering the sermon. Estimate of Giving for 2010 totals $627,492 from 153 
giving units. This is an increase of 21%per giving unit over 2009. 

The Endowment Committee made two distributions of funds this year, for a total of $34,288. The 
Endowment Fund balance as of 12/31/2009 is approximately $905,110. The interest-bearing note 
in the amount of $125,000 on the Hansen property was paid off in J une 2009 and added to the 
Fund. 



HI The 2010 Budget Proposal is 4.1% higher than last year's budget mainly due to office 
equipment/ maintenance needs and staff hour increases. We also have needs for property 
projects that, if approved, will be done via the building fund. 

FCLC is obviously a church that has been richly blessed by a congregation that realizes how important 
good stewardship is. As we begin the new calendar year, please continue to pray for our members as 
we all share our time, talents, and treasures.
